The arrival of some shipments of Louisiana 
sugar had given rise to some inquiries in the 
House, in which the common anti-elaverg one 
of Great Britain was exhibited on the 8! of 
the inquirers, and usual non-committalism of 
Sir Robert Peel on the other band. In the 
course of the debate Mr. Peel said— 


“At present, I apprehend that the sugar 
could not be admissible, for no order in council 
has been issued for its admission from the Unit- 
ed States. At the same time, I have no hesita- 
tion in saying that my construction of the treaty 
is, that sugar from the United States would, 
under the reciprocity treaties, be admissible on 
the same terms and footing assugars from Java, 
Manilla, and China. (Loud cheers from the 
Opposition benches ) : 

Mr. Ewart said there was another question 
which he was anxious to have answered. He 
wished to know whether the right Hon. baronet 
was aware that all the sugar coming from Loui- 
siana was brown Muscovado sugar, and, there- 
fore, would come into this country at the duty 
of 23s., and not at 288.2 So that, in fact, this 
slave-grown sagar of the U. S. would be im- 
ported at a lower duty than the free-labor sugar 
of Java, Siam, and Manilla. ‘ 

Sir Robert Peel declined entering into any 
argument upon the subject at present.”

The Philadelphia correspondent of the New 
York Commercial Advertiser, under the date of 
Thursday morning, says, a most horrible at- 
tempt at murder was made in the Northern 
Liberties, last evening. by a lawyer named 
James K. Martin. .The victim was Henry 
Zell, a respectable citizen, with whom Mar- 
tin had been at variance for some time. 

The assassin concealed himself in a wagon, 
followed Mr. Zell as he came out of a public 
house to his residence, in a small court in No- 
ble street above Third, and as he turned to go 
into the court, fired at him, lodging over one 
hundred shot in the back part of his person, 
wounding him in the most dangerous manner, 
Some of the shot penetrated his lungs. The 
villain then fled in his wagon, and has not yet 
been taken.

to see him much, as she was to take the cars 
early in the morning. While Mr. Parker step- 
ped in to get a lantern, Capt. Fellows entered 
an alley or by place, and when he returned to 
the street, the man and Mr. P. were just ahead 
of him, and he saw them until he reached his 
own residence, on Manchester street. 

Mrs. Parker looked into the saloon soon after, 
for her husband, but not finding him, supposed 
he was attending to some business. She retir- 
ed to rest, and on waking in the morning miss- 
ed him. She then sent to the house of Mr, 
Goodwin, with whom he was negotiating 
for the sale of his property, and learning 
he had not been there, felt somewhat alarm- 
ed. Immediate search was made and the mys- 
tery of his disappearance was soon solved. 

A man was coming from Hallsville, another 
little village, contiguous to Janesville, and dis- 
covered the murdered body of Mr. Parker, ly- 
ing inan unfrequented road, and immediately 
gave information. 

It would appear that Mr. P. was decoyed 
and murdered for the money he was known tw 
have about him. The lantern was found near 
him and a small butcher knife, the blade about 
four inches long, and a razor. Two stabs were 
found on his right thigh, and a dreadful wound 
on the back of hie néek, severing the jugulac 
vein. There were appearances of a haftl strug- 
gle,and it is supposed the murderer was wound- 
ed in the right hand in the renconter, as blood 
was found for two hundred rods from the body, 
and numerous indications of his having dipped 
| his hands in the snow to wash it off. Cries 
| of fire and murder were heard by a number of 
our citizens, about half past 9 last evening, bu: 
seemed in different directions—the noise soon 
ceasing, it was supposed to proceed trom some 
boys. 

The Coroner is holding an inquest, at the 
time of writing, but we donot wait fora verdict.

She said there were hun- 
dreds of young athletic men employed here in 
measuring ribbons and descanting on silks, 
satins and laces, who ought to seek more m+n- 
ly labor, and leave such trades to those better 
capable of appreciating the articles. Let them 
go to the plough, and not take bread out of the 
mouths of women, said the fair speaker. She 
hoped that every merchant, who employed three 
clerks, would discharge two and fill their places 
with females.
